sideration.

UK- slate election this year and if thcv 
vote for :L convention it is to be hclil 
next year.

willuul political designation of :!JO del- 
egates elected as follows: ic at large, 
four from each of 16 congressional dis- 


tricts anil :MO as representatives a'.'O 
now elected. The delegates are to be 
chosen at a special electing to tie helrj 
(he third Tuesday in May, 1317. rind 
the convention is lo convene the lirst 
Wednesday of June in the same year. 


The bill reported does not limit the 


convention in any way. It permits con- 
sideration of the bill of rights and an 
elective judiciary and allows the con- 
vention co submit its report to the peo- 
ple either as a single recommendation 
or in the form 
of

amendments of the constitution.

church on "Constantinople anil the 
Sent of War in tho East," by A. T. M. 
de Anclrla of Boston. The lecture was 
under the auspices of the ClianninK 
Fraternity and there* was a fair bixed 
attendance.

Attempt to Assassinate 


Count Shiegnobu O- 
Kuma in Tokio 


TOKIO (Correspondence of the Asso- 


ciated Press).—1'olitically Inspired ruf- 
fians are believed by the nolice to be 
the perpetrators of the attempt la as- 
sassinale the 
prime 
minister, Cuunt 


.Shigenobu Okuma, on the night of Jan. 
12. The premier was returning from a 
grand strtte banquet offered by the em- 
peror in honor of the czar's coubin. the 
Grand Duke Michaelovitch, who came 
here to convey coronation congratula- 
tions from the Russian court. 


"As for the attack on myself—that is 


n mere nothing." said Count Okuma. 
"but what 1 deplore is the 
spirit of 


commercialism and envy which breeds 
such cowardly doings us assassination 
or assault. 
These acts are a remnant 


of the past and cannot be tolerated in 
this advanced stage of modern civiliza- 
tion. 
I am anxious that we should 


show a magnanimous attitude worthy 
of a great power during the stay of our 
distinguished guest and that nothing 
happens to mar his pleasure." 


In Japan there exists a class of men 


which can hardly be called criminal 
and which yet contributes nothing to 
society. 
They are known as "soshi" 


ant] 
usually take a leading part in po- 


litical riots and 
other disturbances. 


They are popularly 
supposed 
to 
be 


hired by political groups 
when 
any 


public violence is conspired. The word 
"soshi" literally means "useful samu- 
rai," and in former days 
signijied 
a 


brave young patriot. 
Gradually the

; rcsis have been mude up to today, the 
i rolice are inclined to lay the crime at

The belief entertained in some quar- 


ters, that the attempt may have been 
made by German spies or Chinese revo- 
lutionaries is not generally held and 
the popular idea is that the crime was 
the work at Japanese malcontents. 


Count Okuma's escape- which was ex- 


ceedingly narrow was undoubtedly due 
to the extraordinary presence of mind 
of his chauffeur. 
The driver noticed a 


man 
suddenly 
emerge 
from a dark 


alley between a toy shop and a confes- 


tioner'^ 
He was waving his arm as 


lie ran toward the automobile and the 
next moment a heavy missile struck 
the motor ciiso of the car, glanced oK 
to a window, which it broke, and then 
rolled to the street. Hy the time the 
missile had struck, the chauffeur had 
pulled his levers and 
the 
limousine 


bolted forward with the speed of an 
express locomdtive. The assailant had 
hurled another bomb immediately after 
the lirat, but it struck: the ground be- 
hind the car. exploding with a terrific 
detonation, and only a few of its frag- 
ments did some slight damage to the 
cover of the limousine. The street was 
deserted at the time, but the uoise of 
the e.xplosion caused residents to draw 
aside their Japanese shutters and peer 
out anxiously. One householder 
de- 


clares he saw a man in western clothes 
slink away into a. narrow passage to be 
swallowed up by 'the obscurity. 


The limousine stopped shortly after- 


ward and the detective who accom- 
panied Count Okuma picked up the un- 
cxploded bomb.

Tokio military arsenal and Here it was 
found to consist of a copper kettle full 
of small pebbles, pieces of lead and a 
small quantity of explosive.

Political opponents declared 


his act to be against the constitution 
and the discussion which took place at 
that time may have awakened a feeling 
which has only been slumbering and 
which found expression in the recent 
attempt to slay the premier. 


Countess Okuma was as unmoved by 


the incident as her premier-husband. 
She told an interviewer that 'she was 
not surprlse'd tot she always felt that 
her husband's life was exposed to dan- 
ger- a danger, which, she said, she was 
always ready to share with him. 


The newspaper Ashai has been main- 


taining the theory that 
the 
outrage 


was the work of two Japanese men, 
who were hired or instigated by some 
third party-. 
The newspaper claims to 


possess information that the suspicion 
of the police has been directed towards 
Chinese revolutionists resident in Ja- 
pan on the ground that they may have 
tried to assassinate Count Okuma as 
a means of cVcking the Japanese gov- 
ernment's recognition of the monarchy 
In China. 
This theory is based on the 


assumption that Chow Tze-chi. the Chi- 
nese minister of commerce and agricul- 
ture, who is coming to Tokio to convey 
congratulations to Emperor Yoshlhito 
on his coronation, will also seek to se- 
cure Japan's recognition of the pro- 
posed monarchy.
